Q. Why is milk recommended

of the essential nutrients needed 
for good health. As such, it’s onc 
of the most useful foods you can 
add to your meal, Two glasses a 
day give an adult almost a third 


of the protein recommended, 


two-thirds the calcium, half the 


riboflavin, and many other essen- 
tial nutrients, 


Q. Do you have any statistics 
on the increase in Americans 


eating meals away from home? 


A. Eating out is becoming 
more and more popular and in 


many instances, necessary. Re- 


cent market survey figures show 
that in an 8-week period the per- 
centages of families that eat out 


at least once are as follows: 36% 
of families eat breakfast out; 
85% have lunch out; and 82% eat 
dinner out. For individuals, the 
percentages of people eating a 
meal out daily are: breakfast — 
5.5%; lunch — 14.8%; dinner — 
11.4%, Currently, it’s estimated 
that one out of each three food 
dollars is spent eating out. 

Q. Do you have any figures on 
how much water each person 
needs? I've heard it's a lot, es- 
pecially if you include the water 
used to grow our food, 

A. You're right. And here are 
two statistics to prove it. It takes 
115 gallons of water to grow 
enough wheat for one loaf of 
bread. And the average person in 
the United States uses some 
three and a half million gallons of 
water during his lifetime. Such 
facts are staggering, but serve to 
prove our need for a vast supply 
of clean water to produce our 
food and to live our daily lives. 

Q. What good are carbo- 
hydrates besides giving us en- 
ergy? 

A. Besides providing energy, 
carbohydrates add enjoyment to 
our meals because of the flavors 
they offer. The sweetness of 
Sugar makes many foods more 
palatable. And there are foods 
that are sweetened by their own 
sugars. For example, young peas 
and corn, and other vegetables, 
are sweeter tasting than older, 
riper plant foods that contain lit- 
tle sugar.

young, pretty or ugly, rich 
or poor can become an alco. 
holic, 

Dependence on alcohol can 
‘start any time in life and any- 
where, It can begin in a 
private prep school in Vir- 
ginja or in a dirty shared 
kitchen in the ghetto of 
Chicago, You can be sixteen 
years old or sixty (if you 
live that long)! You can be 
a suburban housewife, an 
aircraft mechanic, a physi- 
cian, an entertainer, an any- 
thing - you name it, Alcohol, 
like death and taxes, is the 
great leveler, 

Socially, it is very easy 
to become an alcoholic today, 
The way of life in America 
is drinking, At aparty, prom, 
luncheon, dinner or dance 
the first thing thrust upon 
you is a drink, If you want 
to be a “swinger,” up you 
drink. No one wants to 
associate with a “square,’’ 
So you drink, If you 
take a client out to dinner, 
you drink with him, If you 
are awoman, it is so gauche 
to serve coffee when the 
bridge club comes, After a 
golf match, head for the 
bar, What are you 
going to do, go right home? 
And, if you live alone, you’re 
entitled to a drink after a 
hard day, If you don’t live

PEANUT ROTATION 


I often hear the question 


asked, “What is the best 


crop to rotate with 


peanuts?”’ This is an ex- 
tremely important question, 
and I am glad to see many 
farmers are asking it. 


Since peanuts are a main 
money-making row crop in 
Coffee County, we need to 


use every bit of techno- 
logy we know to produce 
the highest yield. 

Some research done at 
the Wiregrass Substation 
in Headland shows 
you can expect about 
1.5% yeild incerease fol- 


lowing atwo-year Bahia grass 
sod, It also pointed out 
that a longer rotation with 


Bahiagrass would increase the 
benefits even more, 


Corn hasbeen our stand- 


by crop to rotate with, 


but grain sorghum can also 
be used in the rotation. 
You should fertilize the 
crop just ahead of peanuts 
for the peanut crop, This 
has proven to be a bene- 
ficial practice, 

With the increased 
production of soybeans, the 


question always are arises, 
“Can I rotate peanuts and 


soybeans?” This is nota 
recommended practice, Some 
of the same diseases 


and = insects that affect 
soybeans will also attack 


peanuts, This rotation should 
be avoided if at all possible. 
If you must follow soybeans 
with peanuts, be prepared to 
do an extensive job of dis- 
ease and nematode control. 
PRUNING 


Proper pruning is one 


of the most neglected of 
all garden management prac- 
tices, Proper pruning can 
keep plants at the right size 
and very actively growing. 
Evergreen plants and trees 
need to be pruned in late 


winter, Spring flowering 


plants such as azaleas should 
be pruned after they are 
through blooming. 

Some techniques in 


pruning would be to first 


remove all diseased and dead 

limbs from the plant. Then if 
you need to reduce the height 
of a plant, Stagger your 
pruning cuts from the ground 
level up through the 


plant with the idea of 


keeping the natural shape 
af the plant. Remember 


new growth begins at the 


pruning cut. On plants 


such as nandinas prune out 
one-third of the old stalks 
or canes each year atthe 


ground level. This will 
keep the plant from becoming 


by bending it repeatedly jeggy, 


or by making two or three 
Slashes carefully across the 
Sole,

Follow. these tips for pru- 


ning: (1) Remove all dead, 


diseased and other unde- 
sirable wood, (2) Prune 
annually to maintain a man- 
ageable size. (3) Prune to 
rejuvenate old plants which 
no longer flower and fruit. 


(4) Prune plants which in- 


terfere with the safety fea- 
tures in landscape develop- 


ment. (5) Always prune out 


about 40-50% of the top of 
the plant when you are 


transplanting. (6) Maintain Arthur 


a natural form of each type 
of plant tu insure that 
the plant character is not de- 
stroyed.
